Slavery in Brazil began with the first Portuquese settlement established in 1532. Later, colo- 
nists were heavily dependent on indigenous labor during the initial phases of settlement to 
maintain the subsistence economy, and natives were often captured by expeditions called 
banderas, originating in Sao Paulo. The importation of slaves from the Trans-Atlantic Slave 
Trade began midway through the 16th century, but the enslavement of indigenous peo- 
ples continued well into the 17th and 18th centuries.

Skin color was a significant factor in determining the status of African descendants born in 
Brazil: lighter-skinned slaves had both higher chances of manumission as well as better social 
mobility if they were granted freedom, making it important in the identity of both Brazilian- 
born slaves and ex-slaves. Racism in Brazil has been a major issue ever since the colonial era 
and the slave era imposed by Portuquese settlers, which led to a persistent marginalization of 
the black population in the country. 
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
